that too long delay does not, as a rule, tend 
‘ultimately to any better administration of 
Justice, In Hongkong, we have long hod 
suits of « most painfully long description, 
Thore have been all tho technicalities somo. 
times of the Courts at home, and at the end 
olten the necessity for an appeal, ao that 
inatters which it has been of the utmost im- 
portance to have settled speedily, have gone 
on for months, and at times even: for’yeara, 
We understand, however, that the effect of 
the new ordinanco will be to place -matters 
hore upon’ much the’ sine footing ‘aa they 
rest upon in Shanghai, hy the procedure 
drawn up under the Order in Council for the, 
Supreme.Court at that place-and the other 
‘Treaty ports,- That code’ has already “been 
.tried for tpwarda of six years, and bas been 
found to work admirably,” its chief recom- 
_ mendation being ité simplicity. Of course,
